Kristy Mundt, Deputy County Attorney, clarified Neb. Rev. Stat. §12-807 (Reissue
1997) stating that the statute requires the County Board to expend monies from
the General Fund for maintenance of abandoned pioneer cemeteries if they are
petitioned by 35 adult residents within the County. She also referred to Neb. Rev.
Stat. 812-805 which indicates the County Board may expend monies for the
maintenance of abandoned pioneer cemeteries and also sets a dollar limit of not
exceed $500. Mundt stated no petition was received which leaves it to the
discretion of the County Board whether they want to accept responsibility for
maintenance of the two cemeteries.

Russell Shultz, Weed Control Superintendent, appeared and indicated signage
would be installed at both cemeteries.

In response to a question asked by Workman regarding the location of the Dietz
Cemetery, Shultz responded that it is located approximately one-half mile north of
Firth.

Stevens added that the first burial at the Evangelical Cemetery was in 1874 and
the last burial was in approximately 1966. The first burial at the Dietz Cemetery
was in 1869 with the last burial in approximately 1922.
